Drastic measures against delin- 
quent water consumers were taken 
by village trustees at tho board 
meeting Wednesday night when it 
was decided that slartlns^today, con- 
sumers with unpaid bills will havo 
their water shut off until bills are 
paid. 

Instructions were Issued, to Simon 
Slmonscn. village marahal; to shut off 
water at all homes appearing on the 
delinquent list starting today, except 
In cases where requests for an ex- 
tension of time have been granted. 

Notices to householders .in arrears 
with their water fees were sent out 
ten days ago by the village clerk ask- 
ing that the bill be paid or a satisfac- 
tory reason be given for not paying. 
All who had failed to pay thoir bills 
by last night, were requested to at- 
tend the meeting last night. 

Rate to Remain Same 
Approximately fifty out of 360 
water consumera In the village had 
not paid their bills up until last 
night. -Consideration of a', lower 
water rate which has been under ad- 
visement by the water - committee, 
was vetoed last night when the com- 
mittee reported that a survey of rates 
in other villages revealed' that tho 
Antloch rate Is an average and reas- 
onable rate. A larger number of citi- 
zens than usual were present at last 
night's meeting to state their griev- 
ances. 

' ' LIghU Voted 

( Installation of two street lights on 
Hillside Ave., one at the comer of 
Hillside and Orchard and the other 
between that comer and the Dr. H. F, 
Beebe residence, was\oted by the 
trustees. Addition of these two 
lights will raise the number of vlUago 
a^r^et lights to 75 which will make 
tho- village eligible for a new rate, 
which, according .to Clerk Roy Mur- 
rie, will moke the monthly additional 
cost after the two new lights are in 
use about $1.C0. 

Following a report of the licensing 
committee on license fees charged 
moving picture theaters In 26 neigh- 
boring villages. It was decided that 
the 'local rate would not be reduced 
us was at first considered. The rate 
here Is $75 a year, payable semi-an- 
nually. 

An ordinance regulating the Issu- 
ance of vehicle licenses was adopted 
at the meeting and Is printed else- 
where In this paper.

What appears to be a petrified claw, 
and a smithed stone used as the end 
of a tomahawk, are typical oddities , 
in the collection. | 

Riveted plow shares, a copper 
water pail, a fireplace kettle and a 
sadiron are antiques of tbc gioneer 
p<:riod which James Carey has Picked 
ITp o nthe old Orvi^ farm.on Englwh 
Prairie, but the prize of them 
all is a broad axe measuring 
a foot across the blade and a 
scant 21 inches in length. Imple- 
ments of this type were used in early 
days for building barns.

Berries served per- 
haps one morning in the week, with 
plums another morning, and orangee 
or grapeCruIt the remaining morn- 
ings, will give sufficient variety In the 
line of fruit for most persona* break- 
fusts. 

For the. main breakfast dish or 
dishes, cereals, either cooked or un- 
cooked, , toast, hot miufflns, or rolls, 
eggs, bacon, sausages and fish are 
only a few of many breakfast sugges- 
tions which may be made into tempt- 
ing dishes. Cereals should be varied 
frequently and occasionally raisins, 
dates or prunes may be added while 
the cereal Is cooking.' Rice as well 
as the commercial cereals Is liked by 
many persons.

Statistics Show 



Further evidence of an increased 
average age at death for Wisconsin on 
the basis of the 19J2 mortality sta- 
tistics was revealed at Madison last 
week in the fact that deaths last year 
among resti^ts over 80 years of age 
totaled 4,423, an increase of 376 over 
those of the preceding year, the state 
board of health announced. 

The marked increase of deaths in 
the upper age groups, coupled with 
reduced mortality among the young 
m the state is expected to result in 
an average age at death, considerably 
higher than the 1931 average of J3.1 
years, which set a new high, accord- 
ing to the state board's bureau of 
vital statistics. 

Wisconsin deaths last year at 80 
years or over consisted of those of 
3,770 octogenarians, 6}6 nonagenar. 
"ns, and 17 dcntenarians, the board's 
annual survey showed. Heart dis- 
eases were the cause of 1,48 J of these 
deaths, followed by cerebral hemorr- 
hage, J86 deaths, nephritis, 133 
deaths and cancer 3fi2 deaths among 
the leading causes.
